He is charged with introducing cowboy 
customs into St. Louls.

The first bullet struck Hopkins’ foot. He

Later, the negroes say, the officer became 
frightened and offered him $4.50 to keep Ris 
mouth shut a’bout the affair. The negro re- 
fused. ‘The officers then left. 

Hopkins and. Gi went to the corner, 
where. they met another police officer. The 
patiol wagon was called and the wounded 
regro seit to the Dispeasary. He tela 
the story tc Dr. Voers:ers The doctor 
found a bullet wound in the instep. He 
dressed it and sent the nezro aome. 

The case Was reported sat tne station and 
early this morning Officer Hines was ar- 
rested and locked up. He was intoxicated 
and fell asleep as soon as he was put in 
the cell. Capt. Joyce then sent Seret. 
Gaffney out to investigate. Hines ad- 
that did 
the damage and claimed the negro shot 
himself accidentally. He denied that any 
other officer was with him. 

Hines was asleep when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called at the station. At first 
Capt. Joyce was disposed to be consider- 
ate of his comfort, but finally aroused 
him. Hines plainly showed the effects of 
drink, but he stuck to his story about an 
accident. 

*“‘Nobody was with me,”’ he said. “I had 
had a few drinks, but wasn’t drunk when 
I entered the saloon. I found this nigger 
dancing to the music made by his partner. 
I watched them awhile and then went back 
to the toilet room. I forgot my revolver 
when I came out, and after had left 
the saloon went back to get it. I found 
it in the hands of this negro, who was 
shot. He was fooling with it, and before 
I could get it from him it went off. The 
ball struck him in the foot. That’s all 
there is to it.’’ 

Hines lives at 2605 Market street. 

Hopkins and Gibbs both plainly showed 
that they, too, had been drinking the night 
before. But they told the story Tuesday 
morning just as Hopkins had told it at the 
Dispensary. 

“One officer was smooth-faced and the 
other had a mustache. The smooth-faced 
one ordered me to dance ana wnen I got 
tired he shot at my feet to make me keep 
gcing. One of the bullets hit me. After 
ward he tried to buy me off, but I wouldn't 
tuke his money.” 

Gibbs corroborated this statement. 

Capt. Joyce said he would investigate 
thoroughly and would prefer charges if 
the facts warranted sucn action. 

At the saloon the day bartender said he 
had heard of the shooting, but didn’t know 
the circumstances.

Colorado, it. says, is to 
follow ‘‘on the. first available transport,” 
which, in view of the fact that there are 
about nine transports avaliable at present, 
must also be read as a general prediction 
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of delay. 

The fact is, the troops have been sorely 
needed at Manila and have been kept :he 
to fight. Being unwiiling to be frank and} 
ackrowledge the real situation of affairs, 
the above method has been employed. 

Gen. Otis haga used every engseavor to in- 
duce the volunteers to re-enlist, oftering 
each man a bonus of about $400—his travel 
pay and ration allowance on the way home 
—to continue in the service. But they have 
declined. A few will remain, buc they 
count for nothing In the way of strength- 
ening his army. 

While there is much disappointment at 
this action of the volunteers, there is no 
eriticism of their course.

CHICAGO DRAINAGE CANAL. 


Congress Will Be Memoralized to Pre- 
vent If Possible the Pollution of 
This City’s Waters. 


The joint committee of the City Council 
and the House of Delegates, appointed to 
inquire into the ‘Chicago Drainage Canal 
project, held a meeting Monday afternoon 
at the.City Hall. Delegate Lopez presided 
and Councilman Hoffman acted as secre- 
lary. 

Several members of the Chicago Drainage 
Canal Commission were present and 
watched the proceedings with interest. The 
report of the Commission was carefully 
considered in every detail, and Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff reinforced it by declar- 
ing that the Chicago sewage, poured inte 
the Mississippi River, would poison the 
water supply of St. Louls and make an ex- 
pensive system of filtration necessary. 
Water Commissioner Flad added to the 
force of Dr. Starkloff’s remarks by the dec- 
laration that a filter systenw would prob- 
ably cost $6,000,000. 

The committee decided that some action 
should be taken to prevent the canal from 
being opened. It was thought best to cali 
on City Counselor Schnamacher for an opin- 
ion as to the proper method of proceeding. 
He was asked to have this opinion ready at 
the next meeting of the committee which 
will be called at th chairman’s pleasure. 

Congressman Pearce, who was present, 
said he favored the plan to memorialize 
Congress, and thought St. Louls would have 
the co-operation of the towns along the 
streams that will be polluted by the sew- 
age poured through the canal.

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He did not participate in the Jameson raid, 
but he was in the country at that time, 
and immediately after that untoward en- 
terprise he entered the Transvaal country 
and traversed much of it. He knows the 
Boers and their country and has consid- 
ered both critically from the -standpoint 
of a military officer and student. He spoke 
of the Transvaal problem entirely as a mil- 
itary man. He said: 

“There are motives of fair play and hu- 


manity which make Great Britain exceed- 
ingly reluctant to interfere in South Africa 
by force. But it is only candid to say that 


| considerations of a military character also 
| operate to make us chary about rushing 
into a campaign which must present the 


most formidable obstacles and involve ques- 
tions of transport, supply and strategy that 
might stagger a military expert. 

“In the first place, the Boers of the 
Transvaal are magnificent guerrilla sol- 
diers. Their history has proved it, and 
they are fully up to their standard to-day. 
They are expert marksmen, born rough 
riders, such -as your own cowboys, and 
their courage and tenacity is undeniable. 
Individually they are as good military stuff 
as the world possesses. They also are 
thoroughly convinced of the justice of their 
cause and would die to a man at the word 
of Oom Paul. 

“But, aside from their morals and their 
fitness, the Transvaal country is one ad- 
mirably adapted for the purposes of de- 
fense. It-is inland, with large uninhabited 
Spaces. An army invading it must have a 
distant base and its supplies must be 
brought up through a semi-tropical coun- 
try under the most disadvantageous con- 
ditions. Cape Town is 1000 miles from tise 
Vaal River, and if an attack were to be 
made from Natal there would be mountains 
to work through and much tropical growth, 

“The question of transportation would be 
serious. We would need thousands of 
mules, which must be brought from Svuth 
America. The ocean distance and the ad- 
verse climate would kill the animals off by 
the handreds, and the actual work woul 
entail even greater losses. 

‘There is a question of strategy as well. 
The Boers would be difficult to hit in a 
masse. Indeed, they might not be m»>- 
bdilized in a Buropean sense at all 
In the arid, rocky country, filled 
with splendid shots, with no rea! objective 
point to capture, with @ disaffected or ac- 
tively hostile population on your flank or 
rear, the conquest of the Transvaal would 


be one of the most arduous undertakings | 


we ever entered upon. In my opinion, no 
lees than ©.000 men would be required. 

“Your own Philippine war is not so diffi- 
cukt. Indeed, it ts folly to underestimate 
the military strength of the Transvaal, 
which proceeds not alone from the mate- 
rial character of the population, but also 
from the nature of the country itself. 

“And the Boers are armed to the teeth. 
The money raised by taxation of the UVit- 
landers has been spent in arms and ar- 
tillery. so that the republic repeats on a 
small scale the military camp which the 
continental powers exhibit on a great 
acale.”’

1 wrete a lengthy letter of expla- 
nation, giving my recollection of the con- 
versation as nearly as possible. Admiral 
Schley wrote me, saying: ‘There is much in 
your letter which I should not like to use, 
as it would provoke assault upon you, 
which I would not like to happen. What I 
want to show is that the dialogue did not 
occur.’

He felt 
that he had rendered signal service to the 
Government in the war with Spain and 
that he was entitled to a commission tn 
the regular army. His pride was hurt, and 
his ambition thwarted, and at the climax 
of bis despondency he took his life. 

Hié had been drinking heavily for several 
months. He drank before he went to the 
war, and the officers of the college thought 
his services would have to be dispensed

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THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S SOLICITUDE. 


Attorney-General Griggs is much impressed by the interna- 
tional obligations of the United States with reference to the 
Philippines. “‘To attempt to shift international responsibilities 
to an ill-formed or partially formed insurgent government,” 
he says, “would be to shirk a responsibility solemnly assumed 
by this country.” 

No doubt; but there are two ways of assuming responsibility 
~—a right way and a wrong way. Probably the members of the 
McKiniey administration have many misgivings on this point. 
The experience of the past few months is calculated to make 
the dullest surmise that;a huge blunder was made. 

When Admiral Dewey upset the Spanish power in the archi- 
pelago, it may be admitted that we contracted obligations to 
other nations which we must recognize. But was it necessary 
to the proper discharge of them that we stir up strife with the 
natives, reduce the people who had been fighting for liberty 
to a condition of dependence and harry them from one end of 
Luzon to the other? 

Putting away all false pride, the situation 1s seen to be just 
what it was before the treaty was confirmed. The Filipinos 
should be conceded local self-government, with practical au- 
tonomy. We can reserve certain advantages pertaining to 
trade and in pursuance of our obligations declare a protect- 
orate. This will insure the islands against foreign interference 
and at the same time be an assurance that the Filipino Repub- 
lic will be a well-behaved member of the family of nations. 

This has the advantage of sanity, at least. Are we nt big 
nation and great enough to confess a wrong and restore the 

ght? 
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In view of the @mmouncement that the street railway con- 
solidation bill will result in the raising of the capitalization of 
the st.

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CANADA'S DEMAND. 


Canada’s demand that she be granted a port on the Pacific is 
not founded upon her boundary claim, but is a fresh ‘incident”’ 
in the Alaskan dispute. Wherever the boundary line may run, 
it is certain that it does not pass west of the ooast at any 
point. This much has been acknowledged by Canada and 
England. : 

A port on the Pacific would be very desirable for the Domin- 
ion and will become more so as the importance of the North- 
west increases. Trade is already extensive and the gold dis- 
coveries insure a steady commerce which seeks an outlet by 
water. : 

It is difficult to perceive, however, how the United States can 
concede so much. To part with territory is always painful. 
Nevertheless the claim is not impossible in view of recent 
events. The two governments are on good terms and common 
dangers and interests conspire to make them wish to perpet- 
uate tle friendship. But it is certain that the United States 
Government will grant nothing in Alaska without an equiva- 
lent in some other part of the world—the abrogation of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, for instance. 


In his letter to the Post-Dispatch yesterday Judge Rom- 
bauer made the issue in the franchise tax resolution of the 
State Board of Equalization very clear. If State Treasurer 
Pitts changes over to the support of the wording desired by 
the attorneys of the franchise tax-lodgers, but one construc- 
tion can be put on his action.

TRBATMENT OF CUTS.—Cleanse the 
cut from ell foreign matter by bathing it 
with a piece of meaicated cotton or a clean, 
ecft linen rag (never use material that has 
not been washed) and a -very weak solu- 
tion of carbolic acid;/bring the edges of 
the wound together And apply adhesive 
laster. I"he adhesive plaster should not 
Pe placed cver the wound itself, but rath- 
er on either side. If the wound is of the 
punctured vartety, a pad of medicated cot- 
ton, wrurg out in the carbolic solution, 
should be placed over it, and removed at 
once if inflammation ensues, to allow the 
discharge an escape. If caused by a rusty 
nail, the wound should be made to bleed, 
and thus force out all foreign matter which 
may be Jeft within. 


POTATO ROSBS.=—To two cups of well- 
seasoned mashed potatoes add yolks of two 
eggs and white of one, and beat+them well 
together. Put in a pastry bag having a 
ster-shaped opening and press through. 
As the potato comes from the tube guide 
it in a cirele, winding jit ground until it 
comes to a point. The little piles of pota- 
toes will resemble roses. Touch them light- 
ly with a brush dipped 'n egg and place a 
bit of butter on each one. Put in oven a mo- 
ment to brown slightly. The edges touched 
by the egg will take a deeper color. Po- 
tato roses make a pretty garnish for meat 
dishes. 


DATE COMPOTE.—Stone the fruit (one 
ound will be sufficient for six) and put 
t in a saucepan containing a syrup made 
by boiling together for three minutes one 
cupful of sugar and one pint of water. 
Cover clusely and place at back of stove, 
where ft will keep very hot, but will not 
boil, for an hour. Remove dates to a bow! 


and boil down the syrup until reduced one- 
half. Flavor with vanila, and pour it over 
the dates. Serve very cold th whipped 
cream. 

A DBLICLOUS LHMON PIE.—One large 
lemon, one cup of milk, cone cup of pow- 
dered @ugar, one tablespoonful of butter, 
one teaspoonful of cornstarch and five eggs. 
Peat the cornstarch and three volks very 
well, add one tahk spoonful of butter, beat 
again thoroughly, then add the sugar and 
lemon—which have been weli beaten to- 
gether—to ths other ingredients, then add 
the ‘milk, which has been slightly heated 
beat the three whites to a stiff froth an 
stir it tnto the whole carefully. Take the 
two whitee for the meringue 'with two ta- 
blespoonfuls of pulverized sugar. 


MARGUERITES? FORLUNCHEON.-—Two 
eggs—whites only—one small cup of pow- 
dered sugar, one large cup of any kind of 
nuts, or mixed nuts, chop them very fine. 
3eat the ewes to a stiff froth, beat im the 
sugar as for frosting, then beat fn the nuta, 
flavor to taste and spread on thin wafer 
crackers, put in the oven just long enough 
to brown. These are very daincy. 

CUCUMRBBPR SALAD.—Take two cucum- 
bers and slice them very trin and soak them 
two hours in salted ice water. Take tww 
heads of lettuce, tear in quite emal) pieces, 
drain the cucumbers and put with the let- 
tuce into a salad bowl. A little onion juice 
improves it. Serve with a French or cream 
dressing. 


ECONOMICAL PUDDING.—Bake and re- 
mains of bread a golden brown, crush them 
to a fine powder while hot. Of these take 
4.ounces, 2 ounces of brown sugar or golden 


sirup, 2 ounces of raisins or dried cher- 
ries. half a pint of milk and the same of 
dolling water. together with half a tea- 
eunontel of allspice. Four the boiling wa- 
ter on the crumbe, stir well, and let them 
soak till soft, then mix in all the other in-, 
gredients, and pour the mixture into a dish 
lentifully rubbed with butter or well clar- 
fied dripping, and bake for 2 to % min- 
utes

BAG PUDDING—From a batch of dough 
just ready to be put into pans cut off as 
much as you would take for a medium- 
sized loaf of bread. Knead into it one scant 
cupful of sugar, one scant cupful of finely 
chopped suet and one cupful of raisins. Let 
it rise for an hour and then turn it into a 
floured pudding bag, tie loosely and boil 
steadily for an ‘hour and a half. Serve with 
a wine sauce. 


DATE PUDDING.—Cho very fine a 
poume of stoned dates afid six ounces of 
beef suet;:mix the latter with 12 ounces of 
grated bread-crumbs; then add the dates, 
together with six ounces of sugar. Mix the 
whole with an egg, add a gill of milk and 
two heaping tablespoonfuls of flour in 
which has-been sifted two small teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, and steam for three 
hours. Serve with sauce. 


BROWN BETTY.—One and one-half cup- 
fuls of bread crumbs, one-half of a cupful 
of sugar, one = of chopped sour apples, 
one cupful of chopped raisins, one teaspoon- 
ful of cinnamon, one-quarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of cloves, four tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Melt the butter and pour it over the crumbs. 
turning them through that they may be 
evenly buttered. Grease a deep pudding 
dish and put init alternate layers of 
crumbs, apples, raisins and sugar mixed 
with the spice; have the last layer crumbs. 
Cover closely and bake for three-quarters 
of an hour in a moderate oven, then uncover 
and brown. Serve hot with hard sauce or 
colgMwith cream. 


RHUBARB AND RASPBERRY JAM.— 
To each pound of prepered rhubarb allow 
one pound of fruit and one pound and 
three-quarters of sugar. Boil slowly and 
steadily together until a little poured on a 
cold og will thicken round the edges.

The President’s recent order exempts in 
round numbers 9000 positions from the op- 
eration of the civil service law. The Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League esti- 
mated that it exempts over 10,000. Whether 
it be 9000 or 10,000, it exempts far too many 
persons from passing @ civil service exam- 
ination and remands their positions to the 
dictation of local political bosses, This is @ 
violation of the spirit and the letter of the 


law. It is a step backwards which the 
people now and the President ultimately 
may regret. 

ach the largest number of these ex- 
emptions is confined to the Treasury and 
War Departments. The smallest number is 
found in the Navy Department. Secretary 
Gage has virtually approved the order and 
advocated it in sophistical but not con- 
vincing language.

To begin with there are seven regular 
theaters located in gardens in St. Louis, 
to say nothing of scores of gardens where 
there are concerts nightly and several 
others where entertainments are frequently 
given. Only those places that have fully 
equipped stages and shelter for the audi- 
ences are included in the list of garden 


theaters. 
Uhrig’s Cave is the Nestor of the sum- 


mer theaters. Just after the war, when 


Jefferson avenue was the western termi- 
nus of the street raflway lines, the Cave 
was a beer garden. Ice making machines 
were unknown in those days, and the 
brewerles kept their beer in deep caves, 
which are now regarded as curiosities. The 
attraction of the garden prior to 1872 was 
the Vogel Orchestra, which was directed by 
the father of Sig. Vogel of the present 
generation of musicians. In 1872 Pat Short 
then treasurer of the Olympic Theater, and 
John J. Collins, stage manager of the same 
house for many years, put in a summer 
opera company. There was a stage with an 
awning over it and tents for dressing 
rooms, By this time the street cars ran 
out as far as Grand avenue. The opera 
company was a great success. The place 
was crowded nightly. Even rain could not 
keep the people away. When there was a 
shower audience and performers would 
adjourn to the tnclosed hall, which is now 
a dancing ecomomy, and the performance 
would be continu there. Sometimes the 
first act would be sung in the garden, the 
second in the hall, and the third in the 
garden. The old timers say it was a brave 
sight to see the chorus giris in tights 
skurrying across the garden carrying um- 
brellias. There were not enough chairs for 
beth hall and garden, and the patrons of 
the place tiad to carry their chairs back 
and forth from garden to hall. Some of 
the foresighted ones would come provided 
with ecampestools. After Collins drew out, 
Mr. @hort ran the Cave until. 18%. By 
that time the agrrearye owned it. In 1888 
a canvas-covered pavilion was erected and

The Suburban was the first of the iong 
distance summer theaters to come into pub- 
lic notice. It is located at the terminus of 
the Suburban Electric Railroad and is now 
in its fifth season. It is a pretty garden, 
high, and well-shaded by symmetrical ol4 
trees. It was established by J. C. Jannve- 
poulo, who has since come to be known 
as one of the managers of the Impverial 
Theater. At first the stage perfor:nance 
was cheap, but then it was free and there 
was a switch-back railroad and eimilar at- 
tractions. In the second season the stage 
was enlarged and there were other im- 
provements.’ The place acquired dignicy 
and lost none of its money-making quali- 
ties. A high-class minstre) show was put 
in, and wae varied last season By prodic- 
tions of Shakspearean plays. 

Early this spring Mr. Jannopoulo built a 
handsome pavilion, so that shows might be 
given, rain or shine. Minstreis are still ihe 
main feature, with an occasional yaude- 
ville ~ paw The pavilion covers about 
1000 seate and there is room for 1500 or 2000 
more outside. The Suburban Line ia the 
only street railroad that carries people to 
this garden, but the big cars hold a great 
miny people and there are usually big 
crowds.

Forest Park Highlands was opened only 
two years ago, but it has made a great deal 
of —ooy for several] pereons.
